War in Europe has Created a Great Demand 
for These Ores, Furnaces are Adjusted 
to Use Them 


Tile report of the Minnesota State I 


Tax Commission for 1916, just re­ 
ceived by the Dispatch, gives figures' 
on iron mining on the Cuyuna iron 
range and pays attention also to the 
output of manganiferous ores. 


“ Since the date of our last report, 
October I, 1914.’’ 
says 
the 
report. 
“ there have been developed on the 
Cuyuna range about 1.000,000 tons 
of mangnnlferou.s iron ore, grading 
approxim ately 27 per cent iron. .080 
per cent phosphorus, 
21 
per 
cent 
manganese. 16 per cent silica, and 9 
per cent moisture. 
This ore has been 


found in five different properties, two 
of which are being mined at this 
time. 


“ The unusual demand for spiegel- 
eiaen and ferro-manganese has cre­ 


a te d a good market for ores of this 
class which sell 
readily 
at 
prices 
ranging from 13 to $8.50 per ton f. 
o. b. curs at the mine, depending on 
manganese and silica content. 


“ In addition there has been devel­ 
oped a small tonnage of manganifer- 
ous iron ore grading approximately 
40 p»r cent iron. 200 per cent phos­ 
phorus and 13 per cent manganese 
This ore Is used in the manufacture 
of foundry Iron, and, to some extent. 
lr mixture with iron ore to increase 
the manganese content. 


“ P rio r to the equalization of 1916, 
iron ore was the only m ineral the tax 


commission had to deal w ith, but 
lately the manganiferous ores of the 
Cuyuna range have become a subject 
of so m e Importance for taxation. 
“ Up to the time of the w ar in E u ­ 
rope p ractically all of the ores of 
manganese used in the United States 
came from abroad, because it was im ­ 
possible to get through high grade 
manganese ore In the United States 
to supply the demand, the Cuyuna 
ores not being of the grade demanded 
by the furnaces. 
Since the w ar the 
furnaces have used 
these 
Cuyuna 
manganfferous iron 
ore s 
because 
shipment* from abroad have been a l­ 
most entirely cut off. and as a result 
prices have advanced bo as to w a r­ 
rant the expense of m ining and ship­ 
ping certain grades from Minnesota. 
“ In the fall of 1914 when the tax 
commission adjusted and equalized 
the assessment of the Cuyuna range, 
practically no value wa/1 given to the 
manganiferous iron o r e * because at 
that time, from all the evidence, these 
ore* were not considered of any com­ 
mercial value. 
That I*, they could 
not be sold at a profit over and above 
the coit of mining and shipping. 
“ It is hoped that after the furnaces 
become accustomed to using this ma­ 
terial from the Cuyuna range they 
w ill see th a l4 t is to their advantage 
to keep on using it after the war la 
over. 
“ It was some years after the dis­ 
covery of the Mesabi range before the 
furnace men would buy much of its 
ore. 
But they soon found a way to 
use the Mesabi ores. realizing that 
the vast tonnage on that range, to­ 
gether w ith the fact that other de­ 
posits of like grade were being rapid­ 
ly depleted, made Its general use in ­ 
evitable. 
W e hope like eonsldera- 
tions may lead them to find some 
means of using these manganiferous 
iron ores of the Cuyuna. in place of 
the foreign ores of manganese. 
“ At the time of equalization in the 
fall of 1916 the tax commission gave 
a value to the** manganiferous iron 
©re deposits of the Cuyuna range ac­ 
cording to their tonnage, content of 
manganese, phosphorus 
and

ALFRED ZIMMERMAN. 


German Official Urged Mex­ 
ico to Attack United State*. 


Latter Country to Get Texas, New 


Mexico and Arizona. 


Washington, March I.— Germany. in 
planning unrestricted submarine war­ 
fare and 
counting its consequences, 
proposed an alliance with Mexico and 
Japan to make 
war on the 
United 
States, if this country should not re­ 
main neutral. 
Japan, through Mexican mediation, 
was to be urged to abandon lier allies 
and join In the attack on tile United 
States. 
Mexico, for her reward, was to re­ 
ceive general financial support from 
Germany, reconquer Texas. New Mex­ 
ico and Arizona 
lost provinces 
and 
share in the victorious peace terms 
Germany contemplated. 
Details were left to German Minis­ 
ter von Kekhardt in Mexico City, who 
by instructions signed by German For­ 
eign Minister Zimmerman, at Berlin, 
Jan. 19, U*I7, was directed to propose 
the alliance with Mexico to General 
Carranza 
and 
suggest that 
Mexico 
geek to firing Japan into the plot. 
These instructions 
were transmit­ 
ted to von Kekhardt through Count 
von 
Bernstorff, former German am­ 
bassador here, now’ on his way home 
to Germany under a safe conduct ob­ 
tained from his enemies by the coun­ 
try against which he was plotting war.

by 
broad intimation, Kngland and the en­ 
tente allies defeated; 
Germany and 
her allies triumphant and in world 
domination by the instrument of un­ 
restricted warfare, 


Government Ha* Document. 


A copy of Zimmerman’s instructions 
to von Kekhardt, 
sent 
through von 
Bernstorff, is in 
possession 
of the 
United States government. 
It is as 
follows: 
“ Berlin. Jan. 19, 1917. 
On the first 
of February we intend to begin nu ti 
marine 
warfare 
unrestricted. 
Iii 
spite of this it Is our intention to en­ 
deavor to keep neutral tin* 
United 
States of America. 
“ lf this attempt is not successful 
we propose an alliance on tin* follow­ 
ing basis with Mexico; 
“ That we shall make war together 
and together make peace. 
W e shall 
give general financial support anti it 
is under toed that Mexico is to recon 
quer tin’ lost territory in New Mexico, 
Texas and Vrixona. 
The details are 
left to you for settlement. 
“ You are Instructed to inform the 
president of Mexico of tin* above in 
the greatest confidence as soon as it 
is certain that tiler** will lie an out­ 
break of war with the United States 
anti suggest that tin* president of Mex­ 
ico, on liis own initiative, should com­ 
municate with Japan suggesting ad­ 
herence at once to this plan; at the 
same time, offer to mediate between 
Germany and Japan.
